fore a referee, aud thus the whole proceed- 
ing to be disposed of stenithily and quietly. This 
mode of procedure enables that rabble uf professing 
lawyers WNb which our city is cursed, who meke the 
procurement of fraudulent divorces a business, to 
do up their guilty work suecessfwily aud effectually, 
and also enables scoundreily applicants for, divorce, 
who juJow matimony as an oseupation, to push 
their vag enterprises througe without. scasonable 
uctection. One of the vital elemente of justice in 
both civil and criminal procesdings, consista in 
tne fact that those proceedings be bad in public. 
Open courts and public trisla are among the yreat 
distinguisbing features of all true constitutional go- 
vernuients. ‘Ibis ia conceived to be due as well to 
the public, as to ull the purties direotly interested. 
Such a general policy is caloulated to ensure justice, 
»pd surround fraudulent purposes with the observa- 
uun of myriade® of eyes. The nnoprincipled lawyer 
avd the unecrupulous party to a case, thus sur- 
rounded ana watched, will find it quite impossible jo 
escape detection in their meditated iraud. Bat if the 
proceedings are allowed to be smothered up, as 
ibey are now ‘authorized to be by tho Judiciary of 
this city in divorce suits, in the privacy of s rofe- 
ree’s office, @ boundless latitude is opened for just 
the criminal matrimonial practice with which this 
city is constantly teeming.
